More snow and near-record low 
tem peratures kept Gettysburg and 
Adams county along with this sec­ 
tion of the country definitely in the 
grip of Old M an W inter today. 
Slightly moderating tem peratures 
Thursday evening brought snow th a t 
ranged In depth In various parts of 
I the county from an Inch and a half 
I to nearly double th at depth in the 
i mountains. 
Tem peratures tumbled during the 
night and early this morning, reach­ 
ed an official low of three degrees 
above zero here. T h at reading was 
the second lowest of the w inter and 
colder th an the lowest reading taken 
last January. 
The w inter’s coldest 
morning w as Thursday when two 
degrees above was registered here. 
Icy winds made the cold seem 
more severe this morning and sent
